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Local Housing Activist 
Nat Shinderman, 85, Dies

Nathan (Nat) Shinderman, 85, 
died on Sunday, September 24, 
2000. He had been living with 
his daughter Janet Pincus for a 
few months and died peacefully 
in his daughter and son-in-law’s 
arms. 

Nat and his wife, Florence, 
moved to Greenbelt with their in- 
fant daughter in 1944. They first 
planned to stay in Greenbelt un- 
til they could decide where they 
wanted to live. They never left. 
According to an article in the 
Greenbelt Homes newsletter the 
Shindermans felt that Greenbelt 
was “a way of living, not merely 
housing — it’s what kept us here.” 

The Shindermans grew up 
around the corner from each 
other in the South Bronx, New 
York and met when they were 
13. They eloped in 1939.

Seniors’ Main Concern 


Nat received his bachelor’s de- 
gree from New York University 
and started out to be a math 
teacher. However, during the De- 
pression there were few such 
jobs. He was employed as a stat- 
istician with the New York City 
Housing Authority before coming 
to Washington, D.C. In Washing- 
ton he held the position of Per- 
sonnel Officer, later Program De- 
velopment Officer, with the 
United States Civil Service Com- 
mission. He enjoyed his work 
and looked forward to going to 
work every day. He wanted to 
make a difference in government 
and felt he had succeeded in that. 
When his wife became seriously 
ill, he retired to be with her. 
They were fortunate that they had 
13 more years together. 

Nat was committed and dedi- 
cated to his wife and family. He 
made an impact also on other 
people's lives. He was never too 
busy to listen and talk to others. 
Many stayed in contact with him 
even after they left the area. 

Dedicated to GHI, Nat worked 
long and hard to make the coop- 
erative possible. He became a 
member of the Greenbelt Veterans 
Housing Corporation (GVHC), 
which was formed when the fed- 
eral government decided to sell 
Greenbelt. Priority for home pur- 
chase was given to people al- 
ready living in the home. The 
Shindermans moved to the 2 
court of Westway.

Is Stop Sign Scofflaws

City seniors and officials met 
Saturday at the Annual Senior 
Citizen Open Forum to express 
concerns about traffic safety and 
other seniors’ issues. 

Most of this year’s forum, 
which was attended by 25 to 30 
people, was devoted to discussing 
traffic and pedestrian safety issues. 
Many citizens expressed concern 
about drivers who fail to yield at 
crosswalks and intersections. The 
most talked-about problem area 
was the Ridge Road/Laurel Hill 
Road intersection. Bill Souser of 
Hillside Road noticed the problem 
while resting at a bench near the 
intersection. 

“IT watched about 30 vehicles 
go through that intersection,” 
Souser said. “Only one came to 
a complete stop. I see this hap- 
pen at almost every intersection.” 

Mayor Judith Davis agreed that 
this was a problem at many inter- 
sections. As noted by those 
present, cars, bicycles and city 
trucks were contributing to the 
problem. She promised to address 
the issue with the city manager. 

Cpl. James Donovan, Bike 
Unit Supervisor, suggested that 
citizens help in catching those 
who violate traffic laws. 

“There are not enough officers 
to have one at every intersection,” 


Donovan said. “If citizens would 
call and tell us where the chronic 
problems are, we can send officers 
where they are needed most.” 

Councilmember. Alan Turnbull 
advised those at the forum that 
fear for one’s safety should not be 
a reason to stay indoors. “Orga- 
nizations like the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control have shown us that 
the need for moderate exercise far 
outweighs the risk of being injured 
as a pedestrian,’ Turnbull said. 

Committee Vice Chairman 
Gerald M. Madison mentioned 
that the committee and the city 
planning and community develop- 
ment director are working to add 
more handicapped parking at the 
Community Center and more 
benches outside municipal build- 
ings. He also said that security 
cameras at the Roosevelt Center, 
which were suggested at last year’s 
forum, are “up and running.” 

Traditions 

Before the floor was actually 
open for discussion, two commit- 
tee “traditions” took place. The 


first was a short committee history — 
presented by Booker Hughes of } 
Lakeside Drive. Hughes said the | 


idea for the Advisory Committee 
originated in December 1987 
when city council passed Resolu- 
tion 658, establishing a “senior 
citizen’s task force” to oversee se-

Property at 100% 


Greenbelt. property owners 
can expect the assessed vaiua- 
tions on their property to more 
than double but their next tax 


rates to be reduced by about ~ 


40%. The changes will -not af- 
fect the amount of taxes a 
property owner will pay. They 
result from state legislation re- 
quiring taxable property to be 
assessed at full value. Cur- 
rently it is assessed at about 
40% of true value. 

The new legislation will be 
phased in over the next year. 
Tax levies were adopted for the 
fiscal year beginning July l, 
2000 based on the old assess- 
ments. During the year 
homeowners will receive notice 
of revisions to the assessments, 
and of adjustments of the local 
tax rates to 40% of the original 
levy to assure that the assess- 
ment change does not increase 
taxes. The adjusted rates will 
establish the basis for determin- 
ing constant yield tax rates for 
future years. Tax bills for the 
next fiscal year will be based 
on the new assessments and the 
lowered tax rates. 

Local governments wishing 
to increase their property tax 
rates will still be subject to re- 
quirements of the constant 
yield tax provisions. Each year 
the state calculates the constant 
yield tax rate for each local 
government, the tax rate for the 
new year that yields the same 
dollar amount of tax revenue. 
These rates will be 40% lower 
when the assessments are in- 
creased to 100% so as to keep 
the dollar yield of tax levies 
the same. 

For a local government to 
set a tax rate above the con- 
stant yield rate requires the lo- 
cal government to advertise the 
proposed increase and hold a 
public hearing. 

With the revision in assess- 
ments, the Homeowners Prop- 
erty Tax Credit, which currently 
applies only to the first 
$60,000 of assessments, will be 
changed to apply to the first 
$150,000. Assessment caps, as 
usual, will apply to full value 
assessments for future years af- 
ter the adjustment is made.

and that I meant her no harm.

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tained, “I am not concerned with 
who is on board and who is in con- 
trol as long as they are competent 
people.” 

Indeed his contributions were of- 
fered in great measure. He served 
not only GHI but also the city. Be- 
cause of a possible conflict of inter- 
est with his GHI offices, he was 
somewhat limited in city affairs. 
He served on the city Board of 
Elections and also did some person- 
nel advisory work. 

Nat served as a member of the 
Inter-Faith Committee, which nego- 
tiated successfully with the federal 
government for the purchase of land 
occupied by the churches in 
Greenbelt. When the Hebrew Con- 
gregation purchased land at the cor- 
ner of Westway and Ridge Road, 
Nat was instrumental in organizing 
a group to build the synagogue. 
Members taught themselves brick- 
laying and other tasks and Nat was 
there to help, encourage and keep 
them going. Work was begun in 
1952 and the building was dedi- 
cated in 1955. He also held the 
position of chairman of the board 
and served as president of the Con- 
gregation. 

A member of the Greenbelt Li- 
ons club, Nat served as officer and 
member of the board. 

Nat played tennis and was an 
avid golfer, having made three 
holes-in-one and after his retirement 
he played golf three or four times a 
week. He began to tutor four 
women he met on the golf course. 
This led to the founding of the 
Navy Golf School, where people 
could learn to play golf. 

Nat played bridge in Greenbelt 
every Thursday. Even after he went 
to stay with his daughter, he came 
back to Greenbelt for his bridge 
games. He played his last game 
here last week and won first prize 
the week before. 

Although ill and having to navi- 
gate in a wheelchair, Nat refused to 
let illness interfere with the quality 
of his life. In fact, his daughter 
Janet said, after each adversity or 
sickness, he seemed to get stronger. 
At GHI’s annual meeting in May, 
Nat was introduced as a “virbrant 
example of cooperative principles.” 
He was given an award and a 
standing ovation. 

Nat was also designated as Di-

It took two years to sell all the 
homes within the housing co-op. 
During this time Nat and his wife 
were one of the couples who helped 
with the selling. Elaine Skolnik re- 
members how kind the Shindermans 
were to her and her husband, Al, 
showing them where available 
houses were, helping them, following 
them through the process. 

Nat was active in the formative 
period of GVHC. As chairman of 
the Personnel Committee he devel- 
oped the organization of the corpora- 
tion and employed the staff and 
maintenance personnel. He also con- 
ducted a nationwide recruiting cam- 
paign which led to the employment 
of the corporation’s first manager, 
Paul Campbell. Later, when GVHC 
became GHI, Nat wrote the 
corporation’s personnel policies. He 
was employed by GHI as a consult- 
ant to conduct a personnel and man- 
agement survey, the recommenda- 
tions of which were adopted in their 
entirety. 

A member of the GHI board of 
directors for 10 years, he decided 
not to run again in 1973. Nat served 
as president and held other offices on 
the boards of GHI and its GDC sub- 
sidiary (Greenbelt Development Cor- 
poration). He is believed to have 
been a member of more GHI com- 
mittees than any other member. Even 
when he was not on the board, he 
had attended most GHI board meet- 
ings. He had the institutional 
memory of the corporation and was 
always willing to share what he 
knew. In 1995 he decided to again 
run for the board. 

He believed the board should 
consider lean budgets but adequate to 
keep homes in optimum condition 
and continuance of reserve funds to 
give stability to the corporation. He 
was elected to the board and became 
board treasurer, the only board office 
he had not held in the past. He did 
not run again. 

Nat, in the GHI newsletter article, 
said “Greenbelt is an outstanding en- 
vironment where residents not only 
receive many benefits but also con- | 
tribute in great measure .... Though 
we frequently have disagreements 
among us, this is healthy ....” Al- 
though Nat was sometimes described 
as a controversial figure, he main-

Eulogy Recalls Life of Nat Shinderman 


by Barbara Bonham Young 

“Teach us to use all our day,” 
intoned Rabbi Jonathan Cohen, at 
Mishkan Torah Congregation ser- 
vices Tuesday morning, Septem- 
ber 26 for Nathan (Nat) 
Shinderman, 85, who died Sep- 
tember 24 at the Potomac home 
of his daughter, Janet. “Last 
week in synagogue,” the rabbi 
continued, “we read the passage 
where Moses commanded his lis- 
tener to live life.” Nat 
Shinderman did that. He loved 
his family, he loved golf, he was 
an avid tennis player earlier in 
life, and he loved to follow team 
sports and play poker and bridge. 
He was GHI’s (Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc.) first and only Director 
Emeritus and an officer and guid- 
ing light to the organization since 
its. founding in 1952. 

“He was a paragon, a man of 
the utmost integrity, and you 
knew exactly where you stood 
with him at all times.” The rabbi 
stood just above Nat’s plain pine 
coffin to eulogize the man who 
became a Greenbelt legend in the 
years since his arrival from New 
York in the 1940s. A large 
crowd, which included GHI offic- 
ers and employees, Mayor Judith 
Davis and representatives of sev- 
eral Greenbelt organizations, at- 
tended the service. 

“He was one of the best Jews 
I ever met,” the rabbi continued, 

“because he viewed the world 
with holiness. He didn’t come to 
the synagogue very often, but 
that’s not important. Actually, he 


was one of the actual builders of 
this synagogue, brick by brick. 
“It took two years and it was 
a little hard to motivate some of 
the workers who were drawn by 
the novelty of building a syna- 
gogue, but Nat kept at it to the

end. He taught me how you have 
to give to the world. 

“He had an openness of man- 
ner that children liked. His grand- 
children, Jennifer and Stephanie, 
talked to him about things they 
wouldn’t share with anyone else. 
His original goal in life had been 
to be a math teacher, and later in 
life, he tutored children in math or 
whatever else he felt they needed 
to know,” the rabbi, said, remind- 
ing the hearers in conclusion that 
“A good name endures forever.” 

Daughters Janet (Pincus) and 
Susan (Daves) and son-in-law Dr. 
Harold Pincus spoke of their love. 
In failing health, Nat had sold the 
GHI home on Westway and gone to 
live with Janet and Harold’s fam- 
ily about six months ago. How- 
ever, even in a wheelchair he was 
driven from his home in Potomac 
to weekly bridge games with 
Greenbelt seniors. He came in 
first place less than three weeks 
ago. 

Harold remembered regular 
Tuesday night dinners at Sir 
Walter Raleigh where he and Nat 
would argue about sports. “He 
drove me crazy,’ the doctor said, 
with tears in his eyes. 

Burial was in King David Me- 
morial Gardens, Falls Church.

She 
was proud to note that all of her 
children were schooled in Prince 
George’s County. 

Grant later lived in Palmer 
Park where she knew Sugar Ray 
Leonard and made his first box- 
ing robe to wear at the Olympics 
in Montreal. Among her many 
achievements, she was on the 
United Way Board for 32 years 
and was one of the first people 
on the Advisory Committee for 
Senior University at the Univer- 
sity of Maryland. The “celebrity 
wall” in her home holds photo- 
graphs of Clinton, Glendening, 
Sugar Ray and others. 

Grant moved to Charlestowne 
Village shortly after her husband 
died 16 years ago and loves the 
city of Greenbelt. She feels that 
“Prince George’s County is a 
special place and I love it more 
than my homeland.” 

Two paintings by Grant, “Dis- 
appearing Depression” and 
“Birds of Paradise,” will be en- 
tered in the Courthouse Exhibi- 
tion for Greenbelt Artists. by in- 
vitation of the Prince George's 
The exhibit will 
run from the end of September 
through October with a possible 
extension through mid-January.

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A Greenbelt Gardener 


by Rosie Rhubarb 

It is time to enjoy the last few 
weeks of this year’s summer gar- 
den. Until a frost, when the 
temperatures drop to 32° at 
night, the annual flowers will 
keep blooming and the annual 
vegetables will keep producing. 
I find this is a mellow time of 
year, as it is a time to enjoy the 
garden before the cold autumn 
weather sweeps away the rem- 
nants of summer. 

Summer blooming annual 
flowers such as impatiens, mari- 
gold, zinnia, and cosmos are still 
in bloom. Some of the plants 
are large and will keep bloom- 
ing well and vigorously right up 
until the night they are killed by 
frost. I still have cleome, zin- 
nia, impatiens, and globe ama- 
ranth that look every bit as good 
as they have all summer. 

Some gardeners plant peren- 
nial flowers that come back ev- 
ery year to ensure flowers in the 
garden till the end of the season. 
Two examples of fine, reliable 
late blooming perennials are the 
asters in front of the post office 
and sedum near the entrance of 
the Community Center. Golden- 
rod, obedient plant, and some 
types of mums are other late 
bloomers. 

Also still in bloom around 
the city are some roses. There 
are some in bloom near the en- 
trance to the city at Southway 
and Greenbelt Road and in the 
parking lot next to the Commu- 
nity Center. 

Vegetables 

Tomatoes, peppers, beans, 
and squash will keep producing 
until frost. Gardeners will have 
noticed, however, that the cooler 
nights have meant a decrease in 
vegetable production. 

Winter squash and gourds 
should be harvested before a 
frost. Low temperatures damage 
them and reduce their ability to 
be kept in storage for many 
weeks, and that reduces the big 
advantage of having winter 
squash. To increase their 
keepability, harden them off by 
placing them in sun for a few 
days. Turn them so all parts get 
in the sun. 

Salad and cooking greens 
will not be affected by a frost. 
They can be harvested until a 
hard freeze — temperatures in 
the upper 20’s at night.
